Siart Was Not Exciting

With sheets started and lorge reach-
fng Jjibtopsails, the sloops were fent
over the line at 12:15 this afternoon.
The winds again were light, but steady.

Clouds Promised Wind

The whstern skies, whieh all morning
bad been a flawless blue, were beginning
to boil up banks of “‘sheepskin'' clouds,
which usually herald the advent of wind,
Jne may never be sure of July weather
off this const. But the signs indicated
an afternoon of winds of velocity suf-
ficlent to blow the racers over the course
within the time lmit,

The vislbility was low because of the
seawurd haze, in the pall the racing
ynchts and the attending fleet filled out
& midsummer marine jmpression that
would have delighted a painter or con-
noisseur of impressionistic tendencies, |

When the yachts arcived at the line
the wind was holding north-northwest,
at nhout six miles an hour, This would
have been good enough to induce the re-
gotta committee to gend the yachts away
on a chance that the breczes would in-
erefise uy time wore on,

But the trouble was that with wind
bolding from the north-northwest, there
was u likelihood that it would shift
southerly. “Im this event a course laid
out upon the basis of worth-northwest
would be knocked askew by a south.

Yachts Shift Lead .

At 12:50 Mesolute was sailing along
earily, with her ballooner going splen-
didly, but Shamrock was flapping the
wind out of her tall-reaching topenil
and a little forestay sail that looked
like n flsherman's stayeail, as it was
holsted only half-way to thes erosstrees,
Yachting experts were unable to under-
stand why Captain Burton did not set
his balloon,

At 12:55 the breeze began hauling to
the south. TResolute broke out her jib
and prepareil to beat to the first mark
S8hamrock was half n mile astern, but
somewhat to weather, L

At 1:25, with her little fisherman's
stayenil set nhead of. her mast going
casily, Shamrock ran n quarter of n mile
ahead of Resalute,  She picked up a
puff of air and sailed around Resolute
to windward, luck being with the Lip-
ton bont to the third part, Resolute
still elung to her balloon, which seemed
to draw well, but could not apparently
compete with Shamrock's baby fore-
utaysail. Two airplanes raced up and
down the course, coming closer to the
cup eraft than usual, overhead being n
naval dirigible, .

Shamrock Gets Mile Lead

The wind breoned up move to the
northwest as the yachts made the first
turn. Resolute substituted a number 2
jib topsail for her ballooner, while
Shumrock clung to lier number ope un-
til & mile away from the mark, when
ghe shifted to a smaller sail.
After sailing hialf a mile, Captain
Adnms, on the American sloop, changed
to No. 1 jib topsail and hauled down
his jib, =ailing under two headsails,
Captain Burton still clung to his baby
topsail and jib and forestaysall.
At R o'cloek the yachts had sailed
about’three miles of the second leg, with
Shamrock leading by fully half mile,
Both boats were able to lny their course
for the second mark, and it seemed as
if they would be able to do the same
on the third leg. Yachting experts con-
ceder] that at this time Bhamrock had u
chance to win within the time limit,
At 83:15, with half of the time limit
expired, the vachts had sailed half the
course amd Shamrock wax leading by
“fully a mile, the reverse of conditions
last Saturday, Shamrock was nosing
along, picking up catspaws, while Iteso-
lute was rnllrng about in the doldrums.
The race became exciting at 3:30,
when Shamrock was ghosting along,
picking up favorable gusts and neariog
the second mark with twe hours and
three-quarters in which to finish the
race. Resolute, about a mile astern, wans
just moving. Inshore from the exenrsion
fieet, there seemed no breeze at all, And
like Saturday, it appeared a race be-
tween one of the yachts and the time
limit.
Yachtsmen nbonrd the Vietoria were
high in praise of Captain  Burton's
work today and especially by the sue-
cess attained with the use of a small
forestaysnil—a combination unt-xra-n-tml
by experts.

board's decision to a referendom vote
of their membership, John Grunau,
president of the Chicago Yardmen's As-
sociation, announced today.

Gronnu said the understanding of hix
men s that the award applies to all
railrond men, without regard to what
organization they' are afflinted with.
When the attention of Judge Barton
was called to this matter he pointed out
that the decision wpecifienlly  named
eighteen unions and some 400 ronds as
the parties concerped, and does not
name any of the new unions formed by
the rail strikers.

“We decided,”" Judge Barton said,
“that we would hear the clnims of 4l
organizations  which  were  properly
brought before us, but no union whose
men were ont on strike, and thepgfore
violating the terms of the trapsporta-
tion act requiring submission of dis-
putes to the board lhefors striking,
could properly come before ys.**
Gronnan issued a statement saving:
“The United States railway bonrd's
decision is unsatisfactors. Tt shows
diserimination when it entirely {gnores
the Chicago Yardmen's Associntion del-
egates who webe present with their de-
mands and who ‘represent more than
300,000 pien of the various vrafis,'”

Seven Things Consldered

Seven things were taken into con-
slderation in arriving at the pward,
the preamble of the board's annoynee-
ment says, They were: The weale paid
for similar kinds of work in other in-
dustries; the velation between wagen
and the cost of living: the huzards of
the employment ; training and skill re-
quired : degree of responsibility : char-s
acter and regularity of the employment,
and inequalities in inereases and trent-
ment resulting from previous wage or-
ders, s ‘
“Thowe persons  who consider the
rates determined on herein too high
gshould reflect on the abnormal condi-
tions resulting from the high cost of

“The employes who may believe these
rates too low should comsider the in-
creased burden these rates will place
on their fellow countrymen, many of
whom nare less favorably situated than
themselves,

The deeision, Chairman Darton ex-
plained, was not A unanimous one, some
members dissenting on nearly every sec-
tion, The awnrds given were by a ma-
Jority vote on each section, with at least
one member of the public group voting
for each nward,

In addition o the sixteen recognized
brotherhoods, which are made party to
the decision are the Internntional Asso-
cintion of Railroad Supervisors of Me-
chanics and the American Train Dis-
patehers’ Association.  More than 400
rallroaders are specifically named os
parties,

The decision provides that in ease
of a dispute as to the interpretation of
the decikion the question shall be re-
forred to the board for decision, The
law does mot require, howewver, thut
either side must accept the nward.

The decision Erm‘! es that the daily
increase shall be computed as eight
times the hourly rate, and the monthly
increase as 204 times the hourly sched-
ule.

Neither the roads nor the men are
bound by law to accept the decisions of
the board. |

““The board assumes as the basis of
this declsion.”” the award says, *‘the
continuance in full force and effect of
the rules, working conditions and agree-
ments in force under the authority of
the United States railroad administra-
tion. The intent of this decision is that
the named increase, cxcept as otherwise |
stated, shall be ndded to the rates of |
compensstion established by the United |
States railrond administration."

List of Increases |

The increases provide in the board’s |

At 11:205 a. m. both yachts arvived at
the lHghtship and cast off their tows, At
11:30 the regatta commijttee hoisted the
“(i"" wignal fing, postponing the start
of the race, At 11:42 a, m. the com-
mittee hauled down the postponement
flag.

The committes then set signnls for
today's triangulur course: First, a
reach wouth-southeast ; wecond, a beat

It was officiully anvounced ahonrd the
Victorla, Sir Thomas Lipton's chur-
tered yacht, that Captain Willinm P
Burton, criticized for his haudling of
Shamrock 1V in previous international
cup races, would nevertheless be at the
challenger's helm today.

Interest in Captain Burton

Interest in today's race clung not
only to whether Resolute or Shamrock
IV won, but to whether Captain Burtan
aboard the Lipton craft would make a
showlng that would warrant Sir Thomas
keeping him in command of the chal-
lenger,

Dissatisfaction was veported to have
run high among the Lipton forces after
Baturday's contest, which was enlled
off when Resolute, although showing
her heels to the British sloop, hud heen
